H A L IF A X , Doc. 7.— With the toll of dead steadily m ount­ 
ing, it w as believed early this morning (Friday) that. more 
than 2,000 persons perished in the explosion and fire which 
follow ed the collision yesterday morning in Halifax harbor 
between a munitions laden French ship and another vessel 
loaded with supplies for the Belgian relief commission. 
The disaster which has plunged the Dominion into mourn­ 
ing probably will rank as the most fearful that ever occurred 
on the Am erican continent. 
Residents of H alifax and thousands of 
volunteer 
relief 
workers w h o have go n e to the city have been almost dazed at 
the extent o f the horror. 
Tem porary m orgues have been established in many build­ 
ings to which a steady procession o f vehicles o f all kinds have 
been carrying for hours the bodies of men, w om en and chil­ 
dren. 
Most of them w e r e so charred that they were unrecog- 
nizable. 
Thousands of persons si cking trace o f relatives and 
friends have passed by the long, silent rows, attempting by the, 
flickering light of lamps and lanterns to identify the ones they 
sought. 
Virtually every building in the city which could be con­ 
verted into a hospital is filled w ith wounded, many of them 
so desperately injured th a t there is no hope for their recovery. j 
Scores already have d ie d in these temporary hospitals. 
An 
ev e r increasing num ber is being taken from the completely 
devastated Richmond district to the relief station. 
An army 
o f rescue workers is searching a m o n g the ruins for bodies and j 
for those w h o have survived amidst the w r eck a g e left by the; 
explosion and fire. 
The city w as in darkness tonight except for the flames I rom 
the fires still burning iii the wrecked buildings in the north j 
end. 
The electric light and gas plants have been virtually 
destroyed and the only lights available are kerosene lamps. 
T h ey furnished tho illumination by means of which surgeons 
and doctors toiled heroically thruout the night caring for the 
injured*

Soldiers, sailors ami police patrolled the streets tonight ami 
upon them fell the m a jo r portion o f the burden of searching 
a m o n g the ruins for the dead and wounded. 
The Canadians 
w ere assisted in this w ork by sailors from an Am erican warship 
in the harbor. 
The flam e-sw ept area covers approxim ately two ami o n e - 
half square miles. 
It begins at what is known as the North 
Street Bridge,' extend ing north o f Pier 8 on tin* Richmond j 
water front arui back to. a point running parallel with Gottin­ 
g e n street. 
Nothing has been left standing in this sector o f the 
city. 
Only a pile of smouldering ruins marks the spot where 
the great building of th e American Sugar Refining company 
stood.

December 7. 1842

To have hinged or screw top to facilitate opening and inspecting. 
No perishable food products unless inclosed in cans or glass jars. 
ICach package should be plainly marked “Christmas Box.” 
Civilians should take note that packages sent by parcel post direct 
to soldiers must conform to the postal regulations which limit parcels 
to 7 pounds, while parcels sent in care of the commanding general at 
the port of embarkation may reach 20 pounds. 
In either case the postage rate is 12 cents a pound.
